The very ſame Thing which good 
old Simeon, fill'd with the Spirit of God, 
here propheſied of him, when he took 
him np in his Arms in the Temple, and 
bleſſed God, and (aid, Lord, now erte 
thou thy Servant depart in Peace accord- 
ing to thy Ward, for mine Eyes have ſeen 
thy Satkeation, which thou haſt prepared 
before the Face of all People, 4 Light 
zo lighten the Gentiles, and the Glory of 
thy People Iſrael.

Now in Order to this, we may obſerve, 
that this is continually ſet out to us in the 
Holy Scriptures, under the Metaphor of 
Darkneſs, St. Lake i. 79. To gice Light 
10 them that fit in Darkneſs. Atts xxvi. 
18. To epen their Eyes, (that is, the Gen- 
tiſcs) and to turn them from Darkneſs to 
Licht, and from the Power of Satan unto 
Gd. Epheſ. v. 8. For je were /umetimes 
Darkneſs, but now are ye Light in the 
Lora. And in many other Places, too 
well known, to want to be recited here 
before this Audi 'tory. Now we all know, 

that Parkes is a very melancholy, un- 
comfortable 


— 
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— State. He that walkerh "= 


Darkneſs, ſays our Saviour, St. Jabm xii. 
35. knoweth not whither be geeth. He 
cannot go forward with any comfortable 


Aſſurance of Safety, as he that walketh 


in the Light may do, for his Mind is in 


ſome Confuſion, by Reaſon of the Danger 


he is in; he may fall into a Pit, or into 
a Snare, ſome fatal Miſchief may attend 
him, his next Step, for ought he knows, 
may be to his Ruine. Which gives all 


Mankind a natural Averſion to it, a Fear 
and Dread of it, and makes them rejoice 


at the Return of the Ligbt and Day. And 
well therefore might the' ſaddeſt State, 
that ever Mankind was in, be repreſented 


by Darkneſs. A Darkneſs, in this re- 


ſembling that of Egypt, that it was a 
Darkneſs which might be felt. It was a 
Darkneſs far more uncomfortable than 
that of the Night, occaſioned by the with- 
drawing of the Light of the Sun, and is 
removed again when that returns the next 


Morning: For it was a Darkneſs drawn 


over the Underſtanding of Men; it affected 


their better Part, the nobleſt Faculty of 
the Soul. Their Reaſon was clouded with 


fo thick a Veil of Ignorance and Error, 
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that

merings of it, were at a Loſs which way 
to attain it. | 


Now that the State of the Heathen 
World was ſuch a State of Ignorance, Er- 
ror, and Confuſion, and full of the evil 
Conſequences of them, Fears and Diſtruſts, 
corrupt Opinions, and abominable Pra- 
ices, before the coming of Can 1sT, and 
the Preaching of the Goſpel, might be 
made appear from many Confiderations ; 


but I ſhall chooſe at preſent to repreſent 


it to you under theſe three Heads. 


Firſt, TEIA grofs Ignorance of the 
true Gov, and of the Government of 


the World by his Providence. 


Secondly, Tarn being greatly under 
the Power of Satan, who blinded their

Bz To our Saviour came into the 
World, in Judab only was God known, and 
bis Name great in Jirael: at Salem was 
his Tabernacle, and his Dwelling in Sion. 
He had vouchſafed to make a clear Mani- 
feſtation of himſelf to the Fews, whom 
he had choſen for his own peculiar People, 

by many expreſs Revelations, and alſo by 
many wonderful Diſpenſations of his Pro- 
vidence towards them. But theſe were 
but a ſmall Part in Reſpect of the reſt 
of the World, whom they deſpiſed, and 
were themſelves generally hated by them. 
From whom therefore it was not likely, 
that they either ſhould, or indeed would, 
receive any Information concerning the 
true Gop.

the true one. They were fo far from ac- 
knowledging no Gop at all, that they 
Had an infinite Number of Gods, to which, 
after their Way, they paid their Adora- 
tions. They worſhipped the Sun, and 
Moon, and Stars, the Earth and Air, the 
Fire and the Water, for Gods. Nay, they 
were ſo far corrupted, as to make Gods of 
the vileſt of Creatures, for they worſhipt 


yet, even Devils and Evil Spirits for Gods. 
And as their Gods were vile, ſo were the 
Ceremonies of their Worſhip notoriouſly 
bore? to have * obſcene, inhumane,

wonderful Niceneſs ahout them, their rake- 
ing into the Entrails of Beaſts, their Ob- 
ſervations of the flying of Birds, and of 
a thouſand lucky or unlucky Omens, as 
they call'd them, do plainly ſhew, that 
the far greatcr Part of them, the Vulgar 
at leaſt, were fo weak and ignorant, as to

them, more than from the wiſe and gra- 


periour Being. 
Ir any of the wiſeſt, and beſt, and 
thinking Men among them, did by grave 


and ſober Reaſonings bring themſelves to 
a Belief of a Providence, ſuperintending 


human Affairs, yet the Generality thought 
nothing at all of it. And no wonder, 
when one great Set among them, who 


yet had the Reputation of Men of Parts, 
the Epicureans, taught, that the Gods 


did not concern themſelves with the Go- 
vernment of the Things of this lower 


World, but enjoyed a perpetual Eaſe 


and Reſt ahoye, in which their Happineſs 
did conſiſt, and that therefore all Things 
here happen'd by Chance. And another, 
the Soicks, taught, that all Things were 


was impoſſible for any Man to alter. 


Tuts was the State of the World, as 
to the greateſt Part of it, before CRRIS T

not This then be very juſtly ſaid to be a 


moſt fad and wretched State, for Men to 
live in the World without the Knowledge 
of Gop ; to live in a World, where we are 
daily beſet with innumerable Evils, Af.

threatned with the Danger of them ; and 
not to know that there is a Superiour Be- 
ing, infinitely Wiſe, Powerful and Good, 
by whoſe Providence all 'Things in this 
World are governed ; without whoſe Per- 
miſſion nothing that is Evil can happen to 
us; and who is infinitely gracious in wiſh- 
ing our Happineſs, and knows all Ways 
Poſſible to procure it? Certainly, That 
muſt be a moſt wretched State, for Men 

not to know the true Gop, nor have any 
Notion of his Providence, without the 
Belief and Knowledge of whom, there 


can be no true Comfort in this Were, nor 


"any certain Hopes of another. 


- Secondly, AxornEx Thing wherein the

Thus Seneca, with 
others, often ſpeak to this Purpoſe : © That

© and bad Men miſerable ; but whetber the 


* Soul does out-live the Body or not, that 
© they could not poſitively determine. 


Tr the great Philoſopher among the 
mant, Cicero, does ſometimes expreſs 
Kanſelf with a good deal of Confidence, 
emeerning the Future happy State of thoſe 
Þrave Souls, who have left this World, 
as he does in his moſt admirable Book 


De Senefimte ; yet in another Diſcourſe of | 
his, 
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kon d up the different Sentiments of the 


' Philoſophers about the Sdul's Immorta- 


lity, he concludes thus doubtfully at laſt; 
© Which of theſe Opinions is true, ſome 
© God muſt tell us; which is moſt hike to 
* Truth, is a great Oyeſftion. And thus 
the braveſt of the Heathens, Scrates, in 
that admirable Diſcourſe of his before his 
Death, which Plato gives us an Account 
of in his Phedo, ſpeaks thus: I hope. 
© to go hence to good Men, but of that I am 
© wot very confident ; nor does it become 
+ ay wiſe Man to be poſutice, that ſo it 
© twill be. And if then the moſt learned 
and wiſeſt among the Heat bens, were fo 
doubtful in this Point of a Future State, 
it is in vain to expect a better Account of 
it among the unlearned Multitude of them. 


Tut x had indeed gathered up ſome 
faint Glimmerings of it from the Writings 
of their Poets, who talked pretty Things 
of the Elyfuan Fields, where good Souls 
were to paſs their Time in Pleaſure ; and 
of Charon's Boar, which was to carry them 
over the River Styx; and of the Infernal 
Tudges, who were to allot the Good to 
: + Places 


Places of Eaſe and Delight, and the Wie- 
ked to Torments; but theſe had ſuch 
Mixtures of Folly and Fable in them, that 
the wiſeſt deſpis d and laught at them, 
and the weaker Sort were very little or 
not at all influenced by them. And be- 
ing thus uncertain about the Soul's Im- 
mortality, it is no wonder at all, that 
they never ſo much as once thought of tho 
Reſurrection of the Body, as tis certain 


they never did. 


AN Pp how fad and wretched then muſt 


the State of that People be, who when 
they faw themſelves furrounded with A- 
bundance of Evils in this World, to which 
the beſt of Men were oftentimes moſt ex- 
poſed, and the moſt wicked and prophane 
more generally delivered from, could yet 
fee no certain Hopes of another Life after 
this, where the Vertuous ſhould meet with 


a better Fate, for what they ſuffered here; 


and the Ungodiy meet with Puniſhments 
ſuitable to their Crimes; but that all, 
for ought they knew, went the ſame Way, 


and vaniſhed into their primitive nothing 
again at their Deaths ?

mies, and to comfort and ſupport them

lying Oracles of the Infernal, Tyreaaping 
Demons, were immediately filenced and 
deſpiſed; Error ſoon loſt its Hold, and 
Truth prevailed.
